Dr.  Quarles,  executive  secre¬ 
tary.  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  was  speaking  as 
a  panel  member  of  a  symposium 
introduced  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Miller, 
Nashville,  secretary,  Southern 
Baptist  Christian  Life  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  subject  was  "The  Ba¬ 
sis  of  Morality  Among  College 
Students.” 

‘‘We  Americans  do  not  like 
the  idea  of  bowing  to  anyone, 
even  God,”  Dr.  Warren  Jones, 
assistant  professor  of  psycholo¬ 
gy,  Stetson  University,  Deland, 
Fla.,  told  the  students  in  a  maj¬ 
or  address  Saturday.  He  con¬ 
tinued: 

“We  prefer  that  our  lives,  just 
Uke  eyerthing  else,  be  run  on 
a  ‘do-it-yourself  basis  ”  The  bas¬ 
ic  problem  In  following  Christ 
is  not  in  knowing  what  to  do  but 
in  being  willing  to  do  it  if  wq 
know  it.” 

In  closing  he  suggested  sev. 
eral  ways  in  which  {  student 
could  know  Christ’s  condition  of 
“Not  my  will,  but  Thine  be 
done.” 

First,  study  his  life  to  see 
what  He  valued:  second,  pray  as 
He  prayed,  for  His  major  deci¬ 
sions  grew  out  of  prayer,  and 
third,  watch  for  "open  doors.”

“The  Lordship  of  Jesus  re¬ 
veals  itself  in  the  mastery  of 
one's  life,”  Dr.  Walter  L.  Moore, 
pastor  of  Meridian’s  First 
Church,  declared  Friday  night. 

Speaking  on  “Christ  is  Lord,” 
the  speaker  further  declared: 
“The  Lordship  of  Jesus  must  be 
effective  In  definite  decisions 
and  daily  living  if  it  is  to  mean 
anything.” 

Continuing,  he  said:  “The 
Lordship  of  Jesus  is  perfectly 
clear  In  the  New  Testament. 
The  message  of  the  universe  is

This  was  the  first  order  of 
the  king  which  opened  up  the 
road  to  freedom  for  Bunyan. 
When  news  of  the  declaration 
reached  Bedford  Jail,  Bunyan 
and  other  non-conformist  pris¬ 
oners  there  immediately  applied 
for  pardons  and  licenses  to 
preach  the  nonconflrmist  gos¬ 
pel. 

The  petition  was  referred  to 
the  county  sheriff  who  certified 
that  the  prisoners  were  “con¬ 
victed  upon  several  statutes  for 
not  conforming  to  the  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  the  Church  of 
England  and  for  being  at  un¬ 
lawful  meetings.”  The  king  in 
council  then  ordered  that  the 
names  of  the  prisoners  at  Bed¬ 
ford  be  included  in  the  general 
pardon. 

Bunyan  was  imprisoned 


BEDFORD,  England,  May  9, 

1672  —  (BP)  —  John  Bunyan, 
the  preacher  who  never  was 
proved  guilty  and  who  was  sen¬ 
tenced  to  jail  without  a  .trial, 
was  free  today.  It  took  not  one 
but  two  orders  from  the  hand 
of  His  Majesty  King  Charles  II 
to  make  the  non-conformist  a 
free  man,  however. 

The  (order  whith  liberated 
Bunyan -also  granted  him  per¬ 
mission  to  preach  the  gospel  as 
he  sees  fit,

This  is  exactly  the 
kind  qf  liberty  the  minister  de¬ 
manded  from  the  first.  In  face 
he  refused  freedom  on  any  oth¬ 
er  grounds. 

“We  do  hereby  permit  and 
license  John  Bunyan  to  be  a 
teacher  of  the  congregation  in 
Bedford,"  the  klng’s—order 
read,  “for  the  use  of  suchfas 
do  not  conform  to  the  Church 
of  England,  with  further  license 
and  permission  to  him  the  Said 
John  Bunyan  to  teach  in  any 
other  place  licensed  by  us  ac¬ 
cording  to  our  declaration."  The 
order  was  addressed  to  “all 
mayors,  bailiffs,  constables,  and 
others.” 

The  declaration  referred  to  in 
the  order  granting  Bunyan  lib¬ 
erty  to  preach,  is  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Indulgence  issued  by  the 
king  in  March.  The  declaration 
revoked  all  penalties  previously 
levied  against  dissenters. 

"That  there  may  be  no  pre¬ 
tense  for  any  of  our  subjects  to 
continue  their  legal  meetings 
and  conventicles,”  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Indulgence  reads,  “we 
do,' declare  that  we  shall  from

If  you  mean,  will  God  blame 
us  for  thoughts  or  feelings  that 
we  cannot  avoid.  I  would  say. 
No.  The  birds  fly  over  our 
|  heads,  but  we  are  responsible 
if  they  build  nests  in  our  hair. 

Paul  wrote  of  “the  day  when 
God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of 
men  by  Jesus  Christ  according 
to  my  gospel”  (Rom.  2:19).  And, 
of  course,  we  know  that  God 
looks  on  the  heart  and  not  the 
outward  appearance  of  men. 

In  every  heart,  saved  or  un¬ 
saved,  there  sits  some  fear, 
doubt,  lust,  pride,  and  hate.  But 
there  arc,  also,  trust,  humility, 
love  and  desire  to  obey  in  the 
saved  heart. 

Yes,  God  will  judge  our  mo¬ 
tives  afld  our  secret  thoughts. 
But  Jn  Jesus  Christ  we  are  safe. 
Those  who  believe  “shall  not 
come  into  condemnation."  This 
is  our  hope,  our  only  hope.

Through  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Southern  Baptists  are 
called  this  month  to  bring  a 
Christmas  gift  to  Jesus  in  the 
Lottie  Moon  Offering. 

V  It  is  more,  than  a  gift  „of 
money.  It  is  a  gift  of  interces-' 
sory  prayer,  dyiiamic  mission 
study,  and  life  dedication.  It 
closes  the  year  on  a  high  peak 
of  emphasis-  upon  the  worldwide 
commission  of  our  Lord. 

Gratitude  to  God  for  the  Lot¬ 
tie  Moon  Offering  fills  the  heart 
of  missionaries.  Without  this 
Offering  heartbreaking  needs 
would  remain  'unmet.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  extend  much 
of  our  ministry. 

Last  year  the  Lottie  Moon  Of¬ 
fering  reached  a  total  of  $4,- 
628,691.03.  We  pray  that  it  may 
go  far  beyond  that  amount  this 
year.  / 

All  money  given  to  the  Lottie 
Moon  Offering  goes  to  meet 
needs  on  mission  fields.  Those 
needs  are  carefully  examined 
and  recommended  by  the  Mis¬ 
sions  (organizations  of  mission¬ 
aries  on  the  fields).  The  recom¬ 
mendations  are  sent  to  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  where  they 
are  thoroughly  studied. 

A  committee  Representing 
Southwide  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  comes  to  Richmond,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  reviews  these  needs 
in  detail. 

At  the  meeting  of  Southwide 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board  in  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  the  recommendations  are 
again  studied  and  action  for  ap¬ 
proval  is  taken. 

The  recommendations  are  now 
brought  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  through  its  administra¬ 


tive  committee  and  final  appro¬ 
val  is  'given. 

For  many  years  alUtems  from 
the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  which 
constitute  a  part  of  the  operat¬ 
ing  budget  of  the  Foreigp  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Board  as  a  part  of  its 
annual  budget.  The  amount  so 
included  in  the  1957  budget  is 
$1,807,700.  The  total  operating 
budget  of  the  Board  fqr  1957  is

The  pastor  said  he  was  cer¬ 
tain  it  is  “possible  to  teach 
Christainity,  or  any  other  relig¬ 
ion,  without  trying  to  bring  a- 
bout  conversions." 

Separation  of  religion  and  the 
school  is  wrong,  he  said,  since 
religion  "concerns  the  whole  be¬ 
ing — body,  mind  and  soul — and 
it  is  not  right  to  confine  it  to 
one  or  two  hours  a  weeic" 

But  Mr.  Cook,  citing  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  and  Ohio  constitutions, 
declared  that  teaching  religion 
in  the  public  school  might  in¬ 
volve  grave  legal  problems. 

He  said' the  released  time  pro¬ 
gram  providing  one  hour  a  week 
for  religious  education  in  Tole¬ 
do  has  worked  well — “so  well, 
Infact,  that  It  has  led  to  better 
understanding  between  those  of 
different  religious  beliefs.” 

“But  we  can’t  overlook  the 
constitutional  question,”  Mr. 


New  York  School 
Honors  Niemoeller 


In  Loving  Memory 


Closes  Fourth 
Year  Of  Service 


NEW  YORK,  .  (RNS)  —  Dr. 
Martin  Niemoeller,  German  pas¬ 
tor  who  spent  eight  years  in 
con<4ntration  camps  for  his  re¬ 
sistance  to  the  Nazi  regime,  was 
presented  here  with  New  York 
University’s  bronze  medal,  the 
school’s  “highest  award  to  dis¬ 
tinguished  people.” 

The  presentation  was  made 
by  Vice-President  Harold  O. 
Voorhis.  Dr.  Niemoeller,  who  is 
president  of  the  Evangelical 
Church  of  Hesse-Nassau  in  West 
Germany,  was  cited  as  "one  of 
the  leading  figures  in  20th  cen- 
, tury  Christendom”  and  for  his 
|  "valiant  defense  of  the  faith  a- 
gainst  unspeakable  atheistic  dea- 
j  ecration  and  tyranny.” 

The  citation  also  said  that 
]  the  German  churchman  had 
fired  tfte  imagination,  quicken¬ 
ed  the  hopes  and  lifted  the 
hearts  of  reverential  fellowmen 
the  world  over.” 

Later,  Dr.  Niemoeller  spoke 
in  the  university's  school  of  ed¬ 
ucation  auditorium  on  “What 
Future  for  Europe's  Youth?” 
The  program  was  sponsored  by 
the  NYU  Christian  Association. 

He  said  young  people  ln  Eu¬ 
rope  "embarrassed  by  the  emp¬ 
tiness  of  human  existence”  are 
fighting  against  the  futility  and 
frustration  of  their  livee  which 
are  dominated  by  materialism. 

“A  sedative  will  not  do,”  he 
said.  "They  will  not  accept  it. 
Their  criticism  is  acid  snd  sharp 
snd  not  to  be  deceived.” 

Despite  the  hold  which  ma¬ 
terialism  has  on  young  Euro¬ 
peans.  he  said.  “If  the  question 
of  freedom  is  raised,  there  la 
and  wUl  be  a  response  ln  their 
hearts,  breaking  through  the 
barrier  which  materialistic  In¬ 
terests  normally  constitute ." 

Dr.  Niemoeller  called  the 
"spiritual  situation”  of  young 
Europeans  “a  tremendous  snd 
unique  challenge  to  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Church  and  to  Its  message.” 

“If  It  realty  has  the  answer 
and  if  It  really  will  give  the  an¬ 
swer  ”  he  said,  "then  there  la 
aa  opportunity  as  poseibly  never 
before.” 

Dr.  Niemoeller*  address  here 
wound  up  his  five-week  lecture 
tour  of  the  U.  S.  and  Canada 
under  the  auspices  of  the  U.  8. 
Conference  of  the  World  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches.  He  spoke  at 
churches,  colleges  and  seminar- 
lea  in  both  countries  and  ad¬ 
dressed  mass  meetings  sponsor¬ 
ed  by  local  councils  of  churches. 

Two  days  before  coming  to 
New  York  the  German  church 
leader  received  •  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from 
Huron  College,  London,  Ont., 
at  a  special  convocation.
